RESOLUTION INDORSING ACTION 
IN PREVENTING LORIMER 
STEAL. 


BAILEY MEN WON’T HAVE IT 


Interesting Contest May Follow Ac­ 
tion of the Texas Law- 
M aker s. 


Austin, Tex., 
March 
6.—Through 
the votes of a number of the support­ 
ers of Senator Bailey, the senate of 
Texas today voted down a resolution 
offered by Senator Vaughn to com­ 
mend Senator Culberson because of 
his action in the m atter of elim inat­ 
ing from the federal appropriation 
bill an item of $25,000 to reimburse 
Senator Lorimer for outlay in de­ 
fending the bribery charges against 
himself. 
Later, when Senator Vaughn taunt­ 
ed them with their inconsistency, and 
offered another resolution identical 
with the first, except that he had 
eliminated the clause to which the 
Bailey leaders at first objected, they 


made a point of order against its be­ 
ing considered. And, when he with­ 
drew that resolution and moved to 
rescind the vote on the first, in or­ 
der, as he said, that the objecting 
Senators might amend it to meet 
their objections, they squirmed afresh 
and voted down the motion to rescind 
Voter Wanted Substitute Adopted. 
Before this later vote was taken 
Senator Cofer endeavored to offer a 
substitute resolution. It was one of 
the oldest type, indorsing both Bai­ 
ley and Culberson, Bailey being nam­ 
ed first. It was ’held not to be in 
order as a substitute for the motion 
to rescind the vote on the Vaughan 
resolution, but when the motion to 
| rescind had been 
tabled. 
Senator 
Cofer offered his substitute as an 
original resolution. 
Senator Mayfield immediately offer­ 
ed an amendment to praise Senator 
Culberson’s action in respect to the 
Lorimer m atter, and Senator Murray 
followed with a substitute for amend­ 
ment and resolution. This substitute 
simply commended both the senators 
from Texas for their “courageous ac­ 
tion.” 
After a fresh spurt of oratory, the 
Murray 
resolution 
was 
substituted 
and then tabled.

Rules That Broker Can Pay More tor 
Cotton If He Wants to. 


No violation of law is committed 
when a cotton broker on certain days 
pays more for cotton than other pur­ 
chasers on the same day. A merchant 
can also give his customers a better 
price for their cotton than he can 
pay other people w*ho are not his 
customers and he will not be prose­ 
cuted. This is not regarded as dis­ 
crim ination by the corporation com­ 
mission. The question came up be­

when 
the 
Farm ers’ Gin company charged the 
Chickasha Cotton Oil company with 
discrimination. The case was dismiss­ 
ed Monday morning. 


Clark Would Give People Opportunity 
to Vote on Capitol Ques­ 
tion Again.

Democrats of both houses of the leg­ 
islature iii caucus today agr* cd to 
the five district plan in the congres­ 
sional apportionment. 
House democrats gave no consider­ 
ation to the districts as formulated 
by the senate committee yesterday 
but the senate democrats are in eau* 
cus on the subject tonight. 
It is understood that Gov. Cruce 
told members that he would call an 
extra session of the legislature to re­ 
district the state unless the legis­ 
lature first did its part. 
The governor was reported to fa­ 
vor leaving the districts as now con­ 
stituted 
with a provision that the 
extra 
members 
would 
b r 
elected 
from the state at large, this appor­ 
tionment to stand until the legisla­ 
ture met again. 
The senate i>assed the Milburn bill 
amending the* tax laws by providing 
that taxes become due on Nov. I of 
each 
year and delinquent Jan. 
I, 
and in no case shall the penalty ap­ 
ply until thirty days after receipt of 
the tax rolls by the treasurer. 
The senate killed a companion bill 
by Mr. Milburn amending the revenue 
laws by altering the procedure for 
making levies and increasing amounts 
of levies, the objection being that at 
every session of the legislature some 
change in revenue laws is attempted 
and that the people are not able to 
keep advised as rapidly as the laws 
ar© amended. 
Feed Stuff Label Bill Passes. 
Final passage was obtained upon 
the Barrett-Glover bill requiring that 
commercial 
feed 
stuffs be labeled, 
whether pure or adulterated. They 
m ust be inspected by an officer who 
operated under direction of the state 
board of agriculture, and a tax of 
10c per ton is levied. Th,* bill close­ 
ly follows the Texas law. It makes an 
appropriation of $10,000 for carrying 
out the provisions. 
Mr. 
B arrett’s 
bill 
amending the 
local cattle tick eradication law by 
enlarging 
the authority of county 
commissioners in levying taxes for 
eradication work, authorizing them 
to spend $200 for dipping vats and 
increasing the penalty for “drifting” 
cattle across cleaned territory from 
$25 to a fine of $50 to $1,000. 
Dormitory Bill Passes. 
After being three tim es dead the 
house revived the Milburn bill ap­ 
propriating $50,000 for dormitory and 
other building at the Murray District 
school 
of Agriculture 
near 
Tisho­ 
mingo, and passed it. 
The house killed the joint resolu­ 
tion by Messrs. Maxey and Logan 
pfoposing an amendment to the con­ 
stitution that would permit the gov­ 
ernor or either branch of the legisla­ 
ture to obtain advisory opinions from 
the suprem e court or the crim inal 
court of appeals on any m atter pendk 
ing before the legislature or pending 
as initiated by the people-. 
Mr. Breedlove, Mr. Cornell and Mr. 
Clark of Pawnee, reporting against 
the resolution, classed the idea as; 
freakish and declared that it would 
bind the courts 
on 
a 
proposition 
which they might have to later pass 
upon. Mr. Cornell stated that one 
might as well submit ■a proposed suit 
tothe court to ascertain whether it 
could stand in court. Advocates of 
the idea believed the state would be 
saved much in the nonpassage of un­ 
constitutional laws and in not hold­ 
ing election on initiated m atters that 
were contrary to the constitution or 
procedure. Other states had the pro­ 
vision, and it was found to do no 
harm, they said. The vote was 34 for 
the resolution and 52 against it. 
Lacking six votes of a constitution­ 
al majority the W right bill proposing 
a recording tax of 50c per $100 of 
valuation on mortgages failed in the 
house, but there was a motion lodg­ 
ed to reconsider.

In spite of the parole

taken, after I. had settled down to 
practice, law,” says

Mosby, ‘‘I was several times arrested 
by provost-marshals stationed at the 
court-house where I went on the cir­ 
cuit.

was both annoying and 
unfair. My parole 
was

with the government that was binding 
on both parties. To arrest me before 
I had violated it was a breach of it 
"As my wife passed through Wash­ 
ington on her way to Baltimore, she 
determined to go to the White House 
not to ask for a pardon, but to make 
a complaint. She had not intimated 
her purpose to me. Her father and 
President 
Johnson 
had 
served 
in 
congress together, 
and 
had 
been 
friends; so she told Johnson whose 
daughter and whose wife she was. 
Instead of responding kindly, he was 
rude to her. 
‘She left him and went to see Gen­ 
eral Grant at the War Department 
He treated her as courteously as if 
she had been the wife of a union sol 
dier, and then wrote a letter, which 
he gave to her. He did not dictate 
the letter to a clerk; the whob 
is 
in his handwriting. It gave me lib­ 
erty to travel anywhere unmolested 
as long as I observed my parole. I 
preserve that letter, framed, among 
my most precious possessions.”

commencing February 17, 1908, when

Beemblossom, J. L. Woodson was the

Woodson, 
victim

Bert 
Beemblossom’s bullet, 
who it 
was believed, was avenging the death 
of his father. Beemblossom pleaded 
self-defense and will appeal the case.

Cruce signed the bill creating a state 
board of education late Monday aft­ 
ernoon. He was surrounded 
by 
a 
number of men who had been i>artic- 
ularly active in securing the pas­ 
sage of the bill, and a photograph 
was taken of the group at the mo­ 
ment of signing. 
The party included State Supt. R. 
H. 'Wilson, Prof. S. 
M. 
Barrett of 
the departm ent of pedagogy at Nor­ 
man, W. P. Stewart, editor of the 
Oklahoma 
School 
Herald, 
State 
Treasurer Bob Dun?op, Senator R. P. 
Wynne, chairm an of the senate com­ 
mittee on eduaction, and Representa­ 
tive J. 
Roy Williams, speaker pro 
tem of the house and chairm an of 
the house committee on education. 
The pen with which Governor Cruee 
signed the bill was presented to Rep­ 
resentative Williams. 
This bill is regarded by Governor 
Cruce as the most im portant piece of 
legislation 
passed 
since 
statehood, 
and it is the one measure in which 
he has been especially interested d u r­ 
ing the present session. The new law 
completely reorganizes the education­ 
al system of Oklahoma, 
and 
places 
the board of education thus created 
in charge of seventeen different state 
institutions, with the idea of bring­ 
ing them all into harmony and m ak­ 
ing them parts of onef great system. 
The governor has received a large 
num ber of applications for appoint­ 
ment to this board, but probably will 
not make any appointments this week.

FIGHTFOR CAPITAL 


Oklahoma City, 
Ok., 
March 
6.— 
Probability of a revival of the state 
capital location fight was apparent 
by the* temper of the house at its 
blight session, when it declined for a 
second time to include in the gener­ 
al maintenance appropriation bill an 
item of $57,745.25 for state offices 
bere. It was asserted by the members 
that Oklahoma City’s promise to give 
free quarters must be complied with 
or the seat of government would be 
moved to some other point. 
Shawnee’s Offer Renewed. 
While the feeling was at fever heat 
Mr. Barnett of Pottawatomie county 
sent to the clerk’s desk a communica­ 
tion from the Chamber of Commerce 
of Shawnee renewing that town’s of­ 
fer made during the extra session 
for a $1,000,000 free capitol building 
and a large plat of ground, also free 
quarters for state departments until 
the building is completed. The propo­ 
sition was greeted with cheers. 
The bill by Mr. Peters of Osage 
county, proposing to place the cap­ 
ital at Pawhuska was tonight plac­ 
ed at the head of the house calendar 
for the expressed purpose of permit­ 
ting Mr. Maxey and Mr. Barrett to 
substitute the name of Shawnee. If 


the temper of the house remains the 
same tonight it will be adopted and 
the bill will pass the house. 
While many of the senators are 
known to be dissatisfied with the con­ 
dition of things in Oklahoma City, 
they have not stated what would be 
done if a Shawnee bill came to them 
from the house. 
Threats Made by Yogic* 
Mr. Vogle (rep.) threatens to offer 
a bill repealing the Oklahoma City 
location of the extra session, for the 
reason, he says, the promises have 
not been complied with. 
A resolution offered by Mr. An­ 
thony tonight, for the house to con­ 
sider nothing but Senate business 
beginning tomorrow, if adopted, will 
have the effect of blocking capital 
removal plans that may be forming 
tonight. 


As passed finally, the general ap­ 
propriation bill carries a total for two 
years of $5,022,822, which is $609,320 
•increase in the committee’s bill. 


Oklahoma City, March 7.—Gov. L ee 
Cilice will probably set July I as 
the date for holding the special elec­ 
tion provided for by the le g is la tu r e 
to determine if me people of Okla­ 
homa want Section 9, Article 9 of 
the Constitution amended so as to 
permit foreign railway corporations 
to acquire local lines. 
In an interview Saturday the go.w r 
nor declared he is not prepared to 
say just when the proclamation call­ 
ing for an election on the railroad 
amendment will be issued. Gov. Cruce 
said the resolution adopted by the 
legislature calling for an election to 
determine whether such section shall 
be amended so as to permit foreign 
railway corporations to acquire local 
lines provides that the election shall 
be called as the law provides. Gov. 
Cruce said further that he had not 
as yet looked up the law, and could 
not say whether it is specific, or 
whether it is left to his discretion. 
No haste is to be made in calling 
the election. Gov. Cruce stated that 
he would set the date of election 
ahead far enough to permit both sides 
to carry on an inking, nt campaign. 
The interest of the farmers also will 
be tak n into consideration. It is the 
desire of the governor to call the at- 
election to be held at a mid-season, 
and while he did not say positively 
that July I will be the date, he went 
so far as to say he considers that 
July I would be a date acceptable to 
all concerned.

Hardwick, Sandersville, Ga.; Augus­ 
tus, O. Stanley, Henderson, Ky.. Fin- 
nis J. Garrett, Dresden, Tenn.; Mar­ 
tin D. Poster, Olney, 111.; and Mat­ 
thew R. Denver, Wilmington, Ohio. 
The committee will consist of elev­ 
en members. The four republicans 
"ill be chosen by the republicans 
la b r on, along with the other re­ 
publican personnel of committees of 
the new' house. The ways and means 
committee, which is charged by the 
caucus with the function of selecting 
the* committees, is not enpowered to 
name the chairman but it recom­ 
mended to the new rules committee 
that it elect Mr. Henry as chairman, 
w’hich is tantamount to designation 
at this time. 
The numbers were named in order 
of the seniority of service. Mr. Hard­ 
wick and Mr. Stanley had served in 
congress the same period and the 
service of Messrs. Poster and Den­ 
ver, has been identical, and to choose 
the priority of rank of these, in each 
case the members of the ways and 
means committee drew' lots resulting 
in the order given. 
The committee will m e t tomorrow 
morning to confer over its prelimi­ 
nary work.
